gasserl or Lactobacillus fermentum and when component 
5 (a) is Lactobacillus crlspatus r component (b) is not 
Lactobacillus fermentum, for making a food supplement, 
a hygiene product or a pharmaceutical preparation for 
tne prevention and/or treatment of infections and 
inflammatory conditions caused by bacteria,, viruses or 
10 fungi , especially in the mouth, vagina, urethra, nose, 
eyes and ears - 

13. Use according to Claim 12, in which the 
infections and inflammatory conditions include 
gingivitis, periodontitis, mucositis and stomatitis 
1 5 caused by drugs and/or physical agents, Behcet's 

syndrome, diakeratosis of the oral cavity, glossitis, 
sore throat, sialadenitis, sialolithiasis, pemphigus, 
Lichen planus, Sjogren's syndrome, vaginosis, 
vaginitis, urethritis, prostatitis, proctitis, otitis, 
20 conjunctivitis, rhinitis, sinusitis, leucoplakia, 
aphthae, herpes, and infections with Helicobacter 
pllorl in the oral cavity.
